Fitts officc suRgested the coun­ 
ty Krand jury "probably” wanted 
to “ «o into the expenditures” of 
Fitts on his inquiry into the film

friends, and loved ones at least a 
week or 10 days before 
Christ- 


mas, 
according to the distance. 


This will not only maks it certain 
'that they 
are 
received 
before 


Christinas, day, but will be a great 
aid to your postal service and to 
postal employes and enable them 
to spend the Christmas 
holiday 


with their families. 


AVrapping HIM! Packing 


All paresis must be securely 


packed and wrapped. Use strong 
paper and heavy twine.

find itself well fortified with new 
car orders in the early months of 
the year.

layed again this fall. 


In this connection an interest- 


ing development of the past week 
was a statement by the publica- 
tion "automotive industries." that 
several last minute

in 


model plans will involve the tem- 
porary shelving of some $2,700,- 
000 worth of body dies and a new 
start on 1935 design by one major 
company in order 
to 
meet 
the 


competitive threat. 


Gossip that followed the Ford 


announcement included a .state- 
ment in usually well

quarters that the company hits

ever before in its history.

H carried a postcript 
saying 


"you understand last night 'was 
only a comedy." 


The meaning of the note never 


was publicly explained. 


The death was 
officially 
set 


down as a suicide. Investigators 
announced they had learned Bern 
had a physical 
peculiarity which 


barred him from 
consummating 


his marriage. 


Another

of the case was the death of Dor- 
othy Millette. who allegedly had 
lived for years as Bern's common- 
law wife. Shortly after Bern died 
Miss Millette jumped 
overboard 


from a river steamer near Sacra- 
mento and was drowned.
